Industry (33 Gdanska Str., Lodz) a division of the Iinistry of Light Industry 
(Headquarters, Plac Teatralny, Varsaw). The Centrel Management is primarily 
responsible for marketing paper preducts through its branch offices in the

Raw naterials for the paper industry include timber (pine and fir) and cellulose, 
The tinber is mainly of local origin, but a certain qua. tity is imported fron 
USSR and Finland, in barter against textiles, Cellulose is imported in large 
quantities from Sweden anc paid for in foreign currency. A small percentage of 
ca, is supplied by two local factories at Niedomice (R51/295) and Kluoze 
Q51/797) . 


In spite of high paper production, there is a severe shortaze of paper on the 
local market, since onlv 40 percent of the production is for local consumpibion . 
The bal-nee is exported to the USSR and to Germany, Loenl consumption of
